37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representatives, first, wanted to clarify typographical 
errors in paragraph 7 on page 1 1,the first paragraph of page 12 and the first paragraph of page 13. Secondly, 
Applicant's Representatives expressed concern of Examiner's use of strucatal limitation argument. Examiner informed 
Applicant's Reprentatives that in appartus claims, as long as the prior art recites the claimed structural limitation of 
Applcant's invention, the rejection is deemed proper. The claimed temperature ranges are considered to be 
circumstances of intended use. Mr. McPracken responded by pointing out that Gorlich, who was used in the rejection 
of the method claims, fails to disclose severing and sealing simultaneously at the claimed temperature ranges, thereby 
removing obviousness to combine with Coleman et al. for the purpose of teaching severing and sealing at the specified 
temperature range. Examiner agrees that Gorlich teaches heating a cutting/severing tool to the claimed temerature 
range. However, Gorlich also teaches only acting on a single layer of material. The heated cutting tool of Gorlich used 
on multiple layers of material would inherently seal the layers during the process of severing the layers Furthermore, 
one can not attack references individually when they are used in combination to make a rejection. Gorlich was 
combined with Coleman et al. for the purpose of teaching heating an implement used for severing a film at a specified 
temperature range. Since Coleman et al. teaches heat sealing and severing simultaneously through a single 
implement, the modification of Coleman et al. in view of Gorlich adequately anticpates Applicants invention as 
claimed... 
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
